Bails Out in Satety 


A special message from a Canad- 
ian Press correspondent last week 
from England, carried the story of 
the safe “baling out” of F/L Vaugh- 
an Ganderton, a Wainwright ‘boy of 
the R.C.A,F., from his badly crip- 
pled Halifax plane: recently, some- 
where over Southern England, 1a his 
landing, Vaughan managed to arrive 
on terra firma squarely across a graz 
ing cow, and although the animal 
made a leap, he was uninjured when 
thrown to the ground, 


Pilot Ganderton and his crew “hit: 


the silk” after a Nazi night-fighter 
riddled their aircraft with cannon 
and machinegun fire. None of the 
crew was wounded but two suffered 
injury on making hard landings by 
parachute, They were Fit. Sgt. Bill 
Newcombe of Vancouver, fractured 
thigh, and FO, Paul Soeder, Saska- 
toon navigator, who sprained an an- 
kle. ‘ 

“Newcomb’s injury was_ ironical 
after what he escaped in’ the air,” 
Ganderton said. “The rear turret mo. 
tor was shot out from between his 
legs and the blast of fire also cut off 
the oxygen fube in front of his face, 
knocked out his inter-communication 
set and there were at least 20 ‘sep- 
arate holes in his rear turret.” 

“We dived and lost the fighter,” 
Ganderton said, ‘'We jettisoned our 
bombs but found we couldn’t man- 
oeuvre very well and after a - 
ence, the crew voted to try for Z- 
land instead of parachuting immed- 
iately, We gradually lost height, but 
made the English coast. When we 
. got down to 8,000-feet we realized it 
was hopeless to try and land so we 
jumped,”

B.C. To Use Motor

Plans of the B.C, government to 
spend $6,000,000 on the construction 
of a highway from Prince George to 
link with the Alaska highway have 
renewed demands in Alberta that 
motor revenues should be used for 
road purposes, 

The coast government's move is in- 
terpreted by, offic 
Motor Association t tha 
province has decided that motor rev- 
enues should quite properly be used 
to improve the roads used by car 
drivers .that produce these revenues, 
and particularly for new projects. 

The adoption of just that policy 
has been advocated over a long per- 
iod by the A.M.A. 

It has been estimated that Alber- 
ta’s surplus revenues from motor ve- 
hicle and gasoline taxes, over and a- 
bove what has been spent on roads, 
amounts to about $10,000,000. Con- 
sequently there is a streng feeling 
that the province should increase its 
highway expenditures ,providing that 
men and materials are available un- 
der wartime conditions, In the alter- 
native, the surplus funds could be 
used for the purchase of dominion 
war bonds, which would create a re- 
serve fund that could be used for 
highways when the war is over,

Mineral Feeds 
The New Order 


Migeral supplements of only two 
types will be produced in Canada 
henceforth, according to the Feeds 
Administrator's Order No. A-681, is- 
sued at Ottawa on April 9, under av- 
thority of the Wartime Prices and 
Trade Board, One mineral mixture 
will be for swine, the other for cat- 
tle, sheep and horses. 

In the swine mineral, the ratio of 
calcium to phosphorus must be not 
less than 8 to 1, and in the cattle 
mineral not more than 24% to 1. The 
reason for this is that swine are fed - 
largely on a grain ration low ‘n cal. 
cium but relatively high in phosphor- 
us, whereas the rations for cnttle, 
sheep and horses contain much rough 
age higher in calcium but lower in 
phosphorus, 

Recognized ingredients of the new 
standard mineral supplements are on 
ly those which supply calcium, phos- 
phorus, salt, iodine, fron, copper, man 
ganese and cobalt, There will be no 
artificial 


stimulants to appetite, 

If salt be present, it shall not be 
less than 20% or more than 25% in 
the swine mineral and not less than 
25° or more than 33% in the cattle 
mineral, The purpose of this provis- 
ion is that in mineral supplements 
containing galt, the latter shall be in 
amount adequate to satisfy the ani- 
mal’s requirements for this substance 

The new sandards may be regarded 
primarily as a fartime measure, They 
are based on the recommendations of 
leading Canadian authorities on ani- 
mal nutrition, One fortunate effect 
of the new Order will be the suppres- 
sion of inferior mineral supplements 
which have been sold more on their 
name than on their merit.

WARTIME CANNING 


This year our fruit canning will 
vary from prewar days. Prevjously if 
one or two jars of fruit had to be 
thrown out it didn’t matter, but’ now 
all fruit canned must be properly 
sterilized si it will keep. It is vitally 
urgent to prevent wastage. 

The government has given us sév- 
éral important points this year as an 
aid ih our canning: 

1. Do not use the open kettle meth- 
od for canning fruits, This requires 
more sugar than the hot or cold pack 
methods, because we counted on the 
sugar to help keep the fruit. There 
is a much greater chance for re-con- 
tamination as everything is exposed 
to the air after being sterilized. 

2. The black wartime rubber rings 
will make a perfect seal, They should 
be dipped in boiling water but not 
left in it as the rubber will deterior-

The British correspondent of the 
Journal of the American Medical As- 
sociation reports in a recent issue 
that a new defense regulation has 
been introduced in Great Britain mak 
ing compulsory the treatment of ven- 
ereal disease in certain carefully de- 
fined circumstances, ; 

Up until now the treatment of ven- 
ereal disease has been ‘based exclus- 
ively on voluntary attendance at clin- 
ics by those infected, Before the war, 
says this correspondent, the inci- 
dence of venereal disease in Great 
Britain was low and compared favor- 
ably with that of other countries, 
The new regulation leaves the voltin- 
tary basis unchanged but provides 
for compulsion where necessary to 
bring under treatment, a gfoup of 
persons—small in number, but res- 
ponsible for much harm—who are im 
pervious to methods of education and 
persuasion and refuse to attend for 
treatment although known to be in- 
fected and to be spreading infection, 
' ‘The regulation, it is stated, pro- 
vides that. persons named by two sep- 
arate patients under‘ treatment as 
the suspected source of their jinfec- 
tion can be required, by notice serv- 
ed on them by the health officer of 
the district in which they live, to at- 
tend for examination and if neces- 
gary, for treatment by a “special 
practitioner,” and to continue treat- 
ment in accordance with his direc- 
ions until they are certified as free 
from venereal disease in a communhi- 
cable form, A‘ special practitioner is 
defined as a venereal disease officer 
of a treatment centre, a specialist in 
the fighting services of any other 

| practitioner designated for the pur- 
pose by the¢minister of healt. 

A special practitioner is to serve 
on the contact (if found on examina- 
tion to be suffering from venereal di- 
gease) a notice requiring attendance 
lgor treatment. If a patient fails ‘to 
comply with such a notice, he be- 
comes liable to a maxiraum penalty 
of three months imprisonment or @

COMPONENTS EXPLAINED 
The three principal types of am- 
munition used in the present war are 
small arms ammunition such as .303 
calibre cartridges for rifles, machine
